A New Regime. ‘ 


The Roman Catholic Church ‘in the 
United States has entered upon a new 
era. Some months ago, an Italian dig- 
nitary, Mgr. Satolli, came to our shores, 
ostensibly on a temporary errand of 
conciliation, There was trouble among 
the higher ecclesiastics in America, 
and he came with authority to settle 
all disputes. Now it is announced that 
his office and commission have been 
made permanent by the Pope, and he 
has taken up his residence at the Cath- 
olic university in Washington, D. C. 
This is.a very radical and important 
change of status. Appeals to Rome 
will now be unnecessary, except in 
rare instances of the most serious mo- 
ment. The American church will be 
largely autonomous; the conseijuences 
of which no one is wise enough to fore- 
see. 


Several State Legislatures have chosen 

U.S. Senators, this week. Massachu- 
setts on Tuesday elected Henry Cabot 
Lodge of Nahant to succeed Henry L. 
Dawes of Pittsfield. The Democratic 
votes were cast for Patrick A. Collins 
of Boston. Maine re-elected Eugene 
Hale; New York chose Edward Mur- 
phy, Jr., in spite of Mr. Cleveland’s 
protest; Connecticut gave another 
term to Gen. J. R. Hawley, Michigan 
did likewise by Senator Stockbridge, 
and Pennsylvania ‘tyindicated”’ M. S. 
Quay by a similar compliment. 


The resignation of Warden Lovering 
of the Charlestown state-prison is rath- 
er a wet blanket for Gov. Russell. The 
latter removed a Republican and put 
Lovering in his place, on the ground of 
the warden’s inefficiency. Now Lov- 
ering declares that the warden’s author- 
ity is too small to secure good manage- 
ment, and so he leaves rather than to 
take responsibility. 


Recently we noted the fact that 
Plymouth church of Brooklyn had 
voted to withdraw its annual contribu- 
tion from the American Beard. Now 
we observe that another leading church, 
the Old South at Boston, has sounded 
a warning to the management of that 
venerable and useful organization, that 
unless they make a change in their 
policy before long, that church also 
will turn its benevolence into other 
channels.

A Bold Swindler. 


A swindler, in the guise of a Catholic 
priest, has reeently been working suc- 
cessfully in this town, the victims upon 
whom he practised his nefarious opera- 
tions being mostly servant girls employed 
in different families on the ‘‘Hill.” He 
was a rather short, thick-set man with 
clean shaven face, wearing’ glasses, and 
also a large cloak. Cheek, audacity and 
even impudence were not lacking in his 
make-up and combining these with a 
smooth, oily tongue, he managed to ob- 
tain from the unsuspecting girls several 
dollars and to get out of town before be- 
ing shown up. 

At one house he claimed to be a poor, 
needy priest and wished to raise funds to 
get back toIreland. At another he said 
he was collecting funds for a church in 
Ireland, After obtaining $9 from one of 
these places, he promised to send them 
some crosses from Ireland if they would 
give him more money, and they shelled 
out another dollar. He called at another 
house and asked the servant girl for $2. 
She protested saying that she could not 
afford to give anything. Finally she gave 
him a dollar and a half and he said that 
all the other girls were giving two dol- 
lars, and then he had the impudence to 
tell her she was “strong and able to work 
and could afford the money.” 

In one case he got five dollars by rep- 
resenting himself as pastur of the local 
Catholic church, the person being a 
stranger and not acquainted with Fr. 
Ryan. Last Sunday, at St. Augustine’s 
Church, Rev. Fr. Ryan denounced him 
as a swindler and warned his parishion- 
ers against him.

Importance of our Roadways. 


FIRST PAPER. 


For the Townsman. 

The transportation of men and mer- 
chandise has been an important factor 
in the world’s history from the begin- 
ning. ‘The cost. of land carriage, in a 
large way, kept most of the ancient cities 
near water-ways. In like manner all of 
the modern cities are on or near cheap 
lines of communications. Where a city 
from any cause was built away from the 
water, a8 Edinborough, which for reasons 
of defense was built about the castle, it 
had its sea-port, as Leith upon the Forth. 
Perhaps Glasgow is one of sthe most in- 
teresting cases on record, of the intimate 
relation between the growth of acity and 
cheapness of intercourse. At the com- 
mencement of this century Glasgow had 
a population of 83,000. The Clyde was 
an insignificant stream, almost dry at 
dead low water, opposite the busiest part 
of the present city. James Watt, and 
other intelligent men, took hold of the 
matter of making a river, rather than im- 
proving it, and to-day the Clyde takes 
the largest ocean steamer to the city,and 
it issecond only to that of Liverpool in 
American and foreign trade, The popu- 
lation has increased to nearly a million. 

The cheap transportation in English 
ships, keeps England the great trader of 
the world; for while the cheap labor en- 
ables the English manufacturer to com- 
pete successfully with that of other na- 
tions, the distribution has to be equally 
low to enable him to supply the markets 
of the world. While England has this 
supremacy to-day, there are evidences 
that she may not continue to hold it. 

The problem of cheap water communi- 
cation is being worked out by bright 
men in all parts of the world. Sailing 
vessels, steamers, vessels propelled part- 
ly by one, and partly by the other, tow- 
boats hauling barges—all sorts of experi- 


. ments, with the one end in view of cheap- 


ening the cost of transportation. The 
difficulty of moving heavy loads by land 
carriage, with other causes, kept the first 
settlers of America near the coast; and 
at the breaking out of the American 
Revolution, there were no settlements 
over a hundred miles from the Atlantic 
or some navigable river. 

It is the cheapening ‘of transportation 
that makes the Mississippi River, with 
its unnumbered tributaries, of such im? 
portance to us; and the deepening of its 
outlet into the Gulf of Mexico, has more 
than doubled its value as a means of ex- 
port. It is the cheapening of transpor- 
tation that makes the St. Lawrences river, 
including the Welland canal, of such vast 
importance to Canada, and which is one 
of the sources of trouble between the 
two countries. While the canals on the 
St. Lawrence are so much smaller than 
the Welland as to make a re-shipment of 
most of the grain necessary at Kingston, 
still, the vessels going to Montreal by the 
St. Lawrence canals are many times 
larger than the boats in the Erie canal, 
through the state of New York to the 
Hudson river. The outcome of all this 
will be either the annexation of Canada, 
or a complete reciprocity in the use of 
the Sault St. Mary, the Welland, and the

space. It is a noteworthy facet that this 


first railway of any length was built to | 


compete with a canal, which is. one of 


the first ever built in England, ‘This 


competition between the canaland the 


railway, which has been kept up ever 
Since, is to be continued in a modified 
form; as besides the half-dozen lines of 
railroad, a ship canal capable of taking 
large ocean steamers is now being built, 
which will cost nearly or quite nfty mil- 
lions of dollars. All this outlay is to 
Save fifty cents per ton in the carriage of 
merchandise between Liverpool and 
Manchester. 

America was but little behind England 
in adopting the railway, as one short line 
of road was opened in. Massachusetts 
Within afew months of the opening of 
the Manchester and Liverpool line. At 
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the present time we have five times as 
many miles of rails as Great Britain, and 
nearly a§ many as all Europe. The ae- 
veloping of the American railway has 
been the developing of America. 

On that September morning in 1777 
when the British army under Lord Howe, 
on their way to Philadelphia, encoun- 
tered the American army at Brandywine 
Creek, the flour mill‘Mary”-(still-stand- 
ing) was grinding flour for Washington’s 
army from wheat grown on the Dela- 
ware meadows. Seventy years after that 
the bulk of American wheat was still 
raised no farther west than New York 
(Genesee county being about the centre), 
with the Erie canal as the carrier. To- 
day, not fifty years later, the Dakotas 
furnish us wheat and. it costs 15 cents 
per bushel in the form of flour to bring 
it from Minneapolis to Boston. What 
does it cost in the muddy season to take 
a bushel of wheat or other like weight 
from the southeast corner of the Holt 
district to the Town Hall? 


When-the slave-holders rebellion broke | 


out in 1861, Louis Napoleon, who was 
well acquainted with history and under- 
stood the theory of war, predicted its 
success, owing to the impossibility of 
our government being able to crush it 
out, Englishmen,equally well acquainted 
with history, made the same prophecy. 
All these predictions were based on what 
had been done, and what it had been 
found impossible to do, in moving large 
bodies of troops with the necessary 
equipments over a wide extent of sparse- 
ly settled country. The developed (per- 
haps developing would be a better word), 
American railway, with intelligent men 
to direct the movement of equally intel- 
ligent operators, enabled us to do what 
had never been done and never could 
have been done without it. When in 
October, 1863, the necessity of reinfore- 
ing Thomas at Chattanooga became ap- 
parent, and it was decided to take the 
troops from the Army of the Potomac; 
twenty thousand men from the eleventh 
and twelfth troops under Howard and 
Slocum, Hooker being in command of 
all, were sent from the Rapidan, some dis- 
tance below Washington, over the Balti- 
more & Ohio road through Wheeling, 
Louisville and Nashville, to Bridgeport, 
Alabama, only a few miles from Chatta- 
nooga, in eight days. They took with 
them all the artillery and material nec- 
essary to enter at once upon an active 
campaign. This was the quickest move- 


ment of so large an army in the world’s 
history. 

The first Pacific Railroad (the Union 
& Central Pacific) were pushed during 
the war, and partly as a war measure. 
The necessity of more rapid communica- 
tion between the different parts of our 
territory having been made apparent by 
the war. 

One of the great problems of the nine- 
teenth contury has been the cheapening 
of transportation of men and merchan- 
dise, and we should never forget that the 
working out of this problem was of great 
assistance to us in preserving our na- 
tional existence. 8.

Short Sickness. 


Was Vigorous Up to the, Last — Dir 
Happy in the Thought That He W: 
to Meet His Departed Wife. 


FREMONT, O., Jan 18,--Hon. Rutherfor: 
B. Hayes, whose attack of angina pector: 
was before mentioned, died at 11 o’cloc! 
last night. 

ix-President Hayes was brought her 
last Saturday, suffering from an attacs 
of rheumatism of the heart, with whic! 
he had been stricken at Cleveland. Tt we. 
the second attack of the kind he had re: 
ceived within two weeks, and, althouut 
his condition was regarded as somewhat 
serious and excited the alarm of his fam 
ily, the encouragement given them by Dr. 
Hilbest, the famiiy physician, led them to 
believe the patient would soon recover. 
For this reason all - knowledge of the ex- 
president’s illness'was kept from the pub- 
lic, and the fact that he was suffering 
from heart trouble did not become known 
until Monday. 


RUTHERFORD B. HAYES, 
While Dr. Hilbest remained almost con 


stantly at the patient’s bedside, no 
alarming symptoms appeared until last 
evening. The announcement of the ex- 
president’s death proved a shock to all, 
From Webb Hayes it is learned that the 
condition of his father took a sudden 
change early in the evening and rapid dis- 
solution followed. 

Early in the evening an inquiry elicited 
the response that the general had passed a 
fairly well day and was resting nicely. 
The change from better to worse was 
rapid and et 1i o’clock the ex-president 
passed away. The first intelligence of 
this was received when Webb C, Hayes 
came down town and quietly announced 
that his father bad just died, 

When General Hayes started from 
Cleveland for his home in Fremont Sat- 
urday, he complained on entering the 
car of exhaustion, and asked for stimu- 
lants. They were given to him, and he 
refused to return to his son’s house, say- 
ing: ‘I want togohome. I would 

Rather Die in Spiegel Grove 
than live anywhere else.’? He was seized 
with violent pains in the chest, which 
lasted till after his return home. He was 
treated for angina pectoris, but, while re- 
lieved of distress, his heart never recov- 
ered its vigor, and life was suddenly 
terminated by paralysis of the heart, 

While dying, in his own chamber, he 
frequently referred toa visit made to his 
wife’s grave on the preceding Sunday, and 
spoke of the quiet beauty of the snow-cov- 
ered landscape. He said that he almost 
wished he was lying there by the side of 
his wife. “It wasall so peaceful, and 
yet,” he said, “I am not unhappy. My 
life is an exceptionally happy one.” 

The family were hastily summoned to 
his bedside, when it became apparent 
about 10 o’clock that the ex-president was 
sinking. His last words were to his fam- 
ily physician, Dr. Hilbest, to whom he 
said: “I know that I am going where 
Lucy is.” The words were spoken dis- 
tinctly, and his face bore a happy smile. 

Earlier in the evening there was every 
reason to suppose that the patient would 
pass a comfortable night, and the mem- 
bers of the family retired to rest, but were 
summoned when the physician feared the 
dread summons was near. The exact 
time of death was 10:45. 

The Funeral. 

FREMONT, O., Jan. 19.—It is announced 
that the funeral of ex-President Hayes 
will tuke place Friday afternoon. His re- 
mains will be buried in Oakwood ceme- 
tery, beside those of his wife. 

The Loyal Legion of Massachusetts has 
telegraphed that its members will attend 
the funeral of ex-President Hayes ina 
body.

NEW YEAR’S DAY IN PARIS, 


It Is the Custom to Give Presents, but 
the Concierge Alone Profits. 

On New Year's day Paris, most un- 
domesticated of cities, makes sacrifice 
to that domesticity which is the pride 
of other nations in general, and of our 
dear England in particular. Le Jour de 
l'An is emphatically the day of families, 
as they call it, which means that it is on 
that day that friends and relations de- 
vote themselves to each other. It is a 
day when the intense altruism of life in 
Paris is momentarily suspended, when 
the family reasserts itself for too short 
a time, when the boulevard and thecafe, 
and that M. Tout-le-Monde in whom on 
all the other days of the year Paris takes 
so vast an interest, are momentarily left 
to their own devices. 

It is the pleasure of the wits and of 
the grumblers to complain of' this day. 
It is the day of giving presents, and 
those who give least are loudest in their 
grumblings about a custom which they 
qualify as an intolerable tax. As a mat- 
ter of fact, one’s duties in this respect 
are of the slightest. There is the con- 
cierge to be fed, to be sure, but in pre- 
senting one’s gratuity to this servant one 
feels that never was largesse better in- 
vested. It buys civility for the rest of the 
year—be the gratuity only a fair one— 
and those who have dwelt in Parisian 
flats will know how indispensableit is to 
be on good terms with the porter. 

It is through his hands that all the 
lodgers’ letters and parcels pass; it is he 
who answers all questions that visitors 
or inquirers may have to put; it is he 
who pulls the doorstring to let one. in 
and out at night. When one remembers 
that a surly concierge, pretending slum- 
ber, may leave one for long minutes ex- 
posed to the present icy winds of the 
Parisian streets before affording inys'css, 
one sees how well it is to be in his good 
buoks. Asa matter of fact the porters 
are so badly paid that but for the custom 
of etrennes they would not be able to 
exist at all, The sums received on New 
Year's day form a part of their income, 
and this sum is taken into consideration 
by the landlord when engaging them. 
It is usual to give at least a sovereign, 
but in many houses a couple of louis 
would be considered a minimum. 

It is from the porter that the Parisian 
on New Year’s day hears for the first 
time the phrase that he shall that day 
so often hear, ‘‘Je vous la souhaite bonne 
et heureuse.”

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TRACK WALKING 


ARAILROAD OCCUPATION THAT MUST 
GROW TO BE TEDIOUS. 


How the Big Transportation Companies | 


Keep Their Roadbeds in Repair—Look- 
ing for Loose Nuts and Protruding 
Spikes Along the Line. 


The terrible accident that happened to 
Peter Daugherty, the ‘‘trackwalker,” 
yave to many readers a new word in the 
vocabulary of ‘trades an@ioccupations.” 
That there was such an occupation as 
trackwalking under the big cover of the 
starry dome not one man in a thousand 
ever lnagined, 

‘A trackwalker, a trackwalker?” ex- 
¢laimed one citizen when asked the defi- 
nition of the term, “Why, yes; of course. 
A trackwalker is a fellow who walks 
the tracks. See? Just as easy! Now 
ask me something real hard.” 

If pressed for a closer explanation of 
the long word’s meaning, the citi- 
yen proceeds to get facetious: ‘Oh, 
watcher trying to ring in on me now? 
Atrackwalker is—a trackwalker. When 
the carnivorous tramp is bunted from 
nis lair in one city he emigrates to an- 
other On the way thither, my friend, 
ne isa valuable specimen of the genus 
trackwalker. When the manager of an 
‘Uncle Tom’s Cabin” troop folds up his 
pocketbook and, like an Arab, silently 
steals away, leaving sweet little Eva, 
good old Uncle Tom and religious Miss 
Upbelia to swear at bis memory for their 
sniuries, Why. then they are very likely 
te become trackwalkers, Then, again, 
yon might call hucksters who drive their 
wagons up and down the street car 
tracks track hawkers. He, he, he! See?” 

Which all goes to show that the real 
pona fide trackwalker is comparatively 
an unknown cog in the great machine of 
the world. If that cog was suddenly 
taken out of place and thrown away the 
world would very soon discover its loss. 
From the crashing of wrecked trains 
would come the death rattle of the dying: 
from the ruddy glare of burning cars 
would come the shrieks of tortured 
wretches pinned beneath heavy timbers, 
and the one cry sounded from end to end 
of the land would be, ‘*The trackwalker 
deserted his trust.” Ride along any road 
for five or ten miles and you will over- 
take nim. plodding along beside the 
track.

Bending over him, with her 
sweet face full of sympathy, was one of 
the sisters of the order, ‘‘He’s doing 
very nicely,” she softly said, ‘but must 
not be excited.”

A New Photographic Process, 

An effective and greatly simplified 
method of producing a photographic 
representation in the form of an intaglio 
engtaving, or,-as it is generally called, a 
‘photogravure.” is being introduced. 
The new method is intended to reduce 
the time occupied in the process, which 
usually takes many days to a few hours, 
and to dispense entirely with the supple- 
mentary aid of the skillful engraver. 
Its essential feature lies in the fact that 
the picture, instead of being obtained 
from a graduated depth of the engraving, 
is produced from a sunken surface of 
uniform depth, the gradations of light, 
half tone and shade being effected by 
minute lines and stipples of varying 
thickness, but of uniform distance apart 
from center to center. 

The picture is made up of equidistant 
stipples, varying from a microscopic 
point up to a size where they coalesce in 
a solid black, the half tones consisting of 
stipples about 1-400th of an inch in di- 
ameter. If a coarse stipple is used the 
effect varies from that of mezzotint and 
approaches more nearly that of a line of 
engraving, the light shades being made 
up of perceptible lines and stipples, like 
the effects of a steel or copper plate en- 
graving of equal texture.—Pittsburg 
Dispatch. 


A Comparison of Birth Rates. 

There are 88,000,000 penple in France, 
and during the last five years the in- 
crease in population has only been 124,- 
000. In 55 departments out of a total of 
86 there is actually a diminution. It is 
not due to any high average of deaths, 
although infant mortality is higher than 
it should be. It is due tethe small nun- 
ber of children born. The average birth 
rate has fallen to 21 or 22 per 1,000 in- 
habitants. This is a phenomenally low 
rate when contrasted with 88 to 89 in 
Germany, 85 or 86 in Italy, 83 in Eng- 
land and 80 in Switzerland, The per- 
centage is lower in France than in any 
other country; so that there is a rapid 
increase in rival countries and France 
remains stationary.—Chicago Herald. 


A Monument te Loyola. 

Ignatius Loyola’s followers have erect- 
eda monument to his memory over the 
spot where the fortunes of war decided 
that Canada should be a free British 
country. ‘The Jesuits’ Retreat” stands 
in the city of Quebec on the ground 
consecrated by the blood of English sol- 
diers, and in front of it has been placed 
a colossal statue of the founder of the 
order.—Toronto Mail.

A ‘LITERAL MINDED MAN. 


An Interested Spectator Who Took a Po- 
litical Story in Good Faith. 

The most curioas person in the audi- 
ence of a story teller is the literal minded 
man. When General Dix ran for gov- 
ernor there was great discussion as to 
his age. It was one of the controversies 
of the canvass. His opponents claimed 
that he was too old to fulfill the functions 
of the office. Singularly enough, the 
biographical dictionaries differed about 
ten years. | was making a speech at 
Watertown to a very big audience. 1 
was running at that time as a liberal 
Republican for lieutenant governor upon 
the same ticket with Francis Kernan. It 
was an immense outdoor audience. In 
front of me stood a man who watched 
me during the three hours of that speech 
for the purpose of catching me on some 
material point. 

I finally took up the question of Gen- 
eral Dix’s age, gave the dates of the va- 
rious biographical dictionaries and en- 
cyclopedius, and based a theory on how 
old he must have been in the war of 1812, 
where he was a lieutenant, and finally 
said that the only really authentic data 
had been revealed by some recent re- 
searches in the colonial records of Mas- 
segousetts. It had been discovered that 
when the pilgrim fathers landed on Ply- 
mouth rock they found General Dix 
standing on that historic spot and shout- 
ing that unless they made him a justice 
of the peace he would go over and join 
the Indians, the point of which was that 
the general had changed his politics sev- 
eral times, and every time he got an office. 

My critical friend saw his opportunity 
and grasped it at once. He sprang up 
with a shout that could be heard to the 
Canadian border, ‘‘Mr. Depew, that is a 
lie!" Ilooked at him fora moment to 
see whether he had swallowed the bait, 
and found that he had taken it in hook 
and line, bob and sinker, whole and all. 
Then-I stepped to the front of the plat- 
form and said with great emphasis and 
indignation, ‘Sir, | have told that his- 
toric anecdote from Montauk point to 
Niagara falls to hundreds of thousands 
of the intelligent and educated people of 
this great commonwealth, and you are 
the only nan who ever had the audacity 
to deny it.” 

“Itain’t true, Mr. Depew,” he repeat- 
ed, ‘‘because that happened more than 
250 years ago.” I was told when in 
Watertown last fall that although this 
happened in 1872 that man had never 
been able to come into town since.— 
Chauncey M. Depew in New York 
Wor.d. 


The Waverly Oaks. 

The great oaks at Waverly, Mass., are 
survivals of an oak forest that must 
have existed in that region, according to 
the geologists and students of trees, as 
far back as the Tenth century. They 
bear every evidence of great age, and an 
elm tree in the neigborhood, now almost 
dismantled, with its great limbs lying 
on the ground and nearly all of its 
branches decayed, is the most venerable 
object in the line of trees that can prob- 
ably be displayed: in New England. It 
is well worth. a visit to Waverly jnst to 
see this venerable elm. It is immense in 
the size of its trunk, and its dignity in 
decay is very impressive. The dozen 
oak trees in the neighborhood are of the 
sort that attain a very great age and 
that maintain their virility unimpaired. 

We know of only one other oak tree 
in New England that can be compared 
with them. That is located in Ipswich, 
and is larger and more venerable appar- 
ently than any of the Waverly oaks, 
and that and the Waverly oaks, we are 
glad to know, have been inspected by 
the state park commissioners and are 
likely to be preserved. It is worth one’s 
while to see and study these majestic 
oaks, They are seen to great advantage 
in the winter, when their rugged limbs 
are bare and their immense strength is 
revealed, and in summer, when they are 
covered with foliage, they are objects of 
wonderful beauty.—Boston Herald.

Burglary.
